| EPIDEMIC IN-SPAIN. 


Hot Weather Increases the Num- 
ber of Cholera Victims. 


Appearance of the Disease in 
Many Towns and Villages. 


Zhe Scourge at Massowah—Restering the 
Alhambra—The Fire the Work ot Thieves 
An Armenian Priest Shot—Turkish Out- 
rages in Armenia—A German Soocialistic 
Meeting in Berlin Dispersed by the Po-

MADRID, Sept. 17.—The hot weather has in- 
creased the number of cholera victims in To- 
ledo and Valencia and has caused the appear- 
ance of the disease in many villages. In Al- 
bacete, Alicante, Casteilon de la Plana, Tar- 
ragona and Toledo the epidemic is attacking 
the upper classes. Most of the victims are 
women or children. 


SUAKIM, Sept. 17.—Advices have been re- 
ceived confirming the report of the preva- 
lence of cholera at Massewah. In conse- 
quence of this and notwithstanding the pro- 
tests of the Indian traders, the traffic between 
Massowah and Suakim has been absolutely 
closed, 


The Afflicted Districts. 


Toledo is a flourishing city in the Province 
of ToleJo and is sitnated on the Tagus 
River, forty-one miles from Madrid, 
Its population, according tothe last census, 
was 18, 000 though history relates that at one 
time it had as many as 200,000 people. 
Alicante isa seaport town in the Provine“ 
of Alicante, on the Mediterranean 
It is a well built town and 
is a noted manufacturing place. The largest 
establishment in the city is a government 
cigar factory which employs over 2,000 
women, Ite population from the latest re- 
Ports is placed at $1,162. 

VALENCIA. 

Valencia is one of the largest of the Spanish 
cities. It is on the Coast of the 
Mediterranean and in the province 
of Valencia. It is noted for its commerce and 
manufacturing and is one of the oldest 
towns in that country. The population 
at the last census was 102,000. 
Alhacete is in the northern part the Pro- 
vince of Mufcia, not far from t Mediter- 
ranean. It is a manufacturing town and has 
a population of 12,000. 

NEAR VALENCIA. 

Castellan de la Plana is forty miles 
north of Valencia and four miles 
distant from the Mediterranean. 

It is a manufacturing town of some Import- 
ance and has a large import and export trade. 
The population ten years ago was 21,929. 

Tarragana isthe capital of the province of 
Tarragana and a seaport of much import- 
ance. Like all the coast towns 
it is a noted historical place, having been 
founded hundreds of years ago. Its popula- 
lation, from the latest census returns, is 
given at 18,023. It le some distance north of 
Valencia. 

SPREAD OF THE SCOURGE. 

The cholera reports go 
that the scourge is nos con- 
fined to any particular iocality. It 
has spread from Valencia to other coast towns 
fer miles in both directions. The fact that it 
is ‘getting close to Madrid is evident from 
the fact that Toledo, where it has made its 
appearance, is only forty-one miles distant 
from the Spanish Capital.

Several 
arrests have been made. 


The Meiningen Actors. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—The threatened extinc- 
tion of the Meiningen troupe of actors is 
deeply deplored by admirers of histrionic art, 
and considerable influence is being brought 
to bear to avert it. It may be questioned 
whether anywhere eise inthe world, save at 
the Comedie Francaise, have the great dra- 
matic masterpieces been performed with such 
artistic completeness and such attention to 
the meaning ofthe author as at Meiningen. 
The Duke of Saxe-Meiningen has always taken 
great personal interest in the success of his 
actors, and the theater in his little capital 
is a public institution of which the peo- 
ple are not a little proud. Hitber- 
to the actors have been allowed 
during their vacation to visit other 
cities and their appearances in England are 
not likely te be soon forgotten. Their acting 
at Drary Lane was a revelation to Eaglish 
audiences and managers and Henry Irving 
himself has publicly admitted that in the art 
of stage presentation he learned valuable les- 
sous from the German company. The inten- 
Gant of the theater has, however, addressed 
a letter tothe company, informing them that 
permission to play in other towns will no 
longer be granted. This has raised a serious 
question forthe company. Their income was 
greatiy increased by these outside engage- 
ments and uniessthe iIntendant’s order is re- 
voked the leading performers will seek en- 
gagemepts elsewhere. Should this be the 
case itis to be feared that the artistic sym- 
metry of the company, which was its prime 
merit, will sooner or later be much impaired. 


The German Slave Decree, 


ZANZIBAR, Sept. 17.—The slavery proclama- 
tion was signed bythe German Commanders 
of the respective stations. Brokers’ houses 
are now full of slaves, having been estab- 
lished ander German license. Permits to re- 
cover runaways will lead to much kidnaping 
of free natives. The news of the proclama- 
tion has spread over the whole coast and 
traffic has revived to an etent unknown in 
thirty years. 

ENGLISH PRESS PROTESTS. 

LoNpoN, Sept. 17.—The London morning 
papers are full of diatribes against the Ger- 
man slave decree at Bagamoyo, which is de- 
nounced asa monstrous perversion of treaty 
stipulation and asad commentary upon Em- 
peror William’s glib professions of humanity. 
It is declared to be the duty of the civilized 
world to protest against Germany’s action. 

GERMAN OFFICIAL UTTERANCE. 

BERLIN, Sept. 17.—Official eircles and the 
Government newspapers like the tone of the 
Post in regard to theslavery question in Af- 
rica. The Liberal press on the other hand, 
loudly condemns the action of the German 
authorities at Bagamoyo. 


Restoring the Alhambra Palace. 


MADRID, Sept. 17.—The cabinet has ap- 
proved extensive proposals for the reform of 
the army submitted by the Minister of War. 

It has been decided te send a delegate to 
Granada and report as to the cost of restoring 
the Alhambra Palace. 5 

The damage to the Alhambra caused by the 
fire which broke out in the palace Monday 
night amounts to $90,000. 

THE WORK OF THIEVES. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—A dispatch has been 
received in this city from Granada which 
gives currency to the report that the fire in 
the Alhambra Palace was of incendiary origin 
and that it was the work of thieves, whe set 
fire to the historic building in order to écreen 
the theft of some of the many works of art 
contained in the palace. 


Guatemala’s Excuse. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 17.—The Official Bul- 
lettin of Guatemala says: ‘‘Guatemala was 
forced to war, not so much by Salvadoran 
happenings as by thé fact that atthe time 
Menendez was murdered and Ezeta came into 
power revolutionary bands were formed on 
the frontiers of Salvador and Mexico near 
Guatemala. It was in consequence of the 
fermation of these bands that Guatemala 
armed herself. Salvador pretended to don- 
sider this a threat, and war ensued without 
Guatemalans wishing it.“

ticles, was signed by the Ministers of the 
United States, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, France, 
Spain, Belgium and the Charges d' Affaires ‘of 
England and Germany. : He

There being no contest fer the head of 
the ticket Gov. Brackett and Lieut.-Gov. 
Halle will be renominated by acclammation. 

The convention was called to order at 11:15 
a. m. by Chairman Burdette. Secretary 
Wardell read the call and a temporary organ- 
ization was effected by the choice of J. O. 
Burdette as Chairman and J. Otis Wardell 
Secretary. Chairman Burdette then 
made a brief address. Chairman Burdette 
then expiuined to the convention the new 
system of balloting by counties. The Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization reported 
Hon. Frederick T. Greenhalge as President, 
and the usual long list of Vice-Presidents and 
Secretaries.

An Engine Precipitated Over a Trestle— 
Fast Side News. 


An accident occurred last night in the 
yards of the East St. Louis Connecting (Belt) 
Railroad, by which a trestle bridge was 
wrecked, a locomotive badly dam- 
aged and an employe severely if 


not fatally injured. Switch engine Ne. 9 was 
the locomotive that did the damage. The 
accident occurred about 10 oe’clock p. 
m. At that hour engine No. 

was switching in the yards about 
one mile north of the city, and ran off the 
track as it passed over a switch near a short 
trestle. he switch was partially displaced, 
so that the wheels of the locomotive 
left the rails and ran along on the 
ends of the cross ties, but the engine did not 
go down the embankment. The engine was 
moving at moderate speed and soon reached 
the trestle, which was but a few feet from 
the switch. On the foot board in front of the 
engine two brakemen were standing, and 
when they saw the danger they jumped for 
safety. One ot them, Sebastian Seiboit, was 
thrown onto the bridge and had his right leg 
crusbed between the timbers. The other man 
escaped unhurt. The enginoer and 
fireman also jumped and reached 
the ground with oniyafew bruises. The 
engine ran onto tne bridge, tearing up the 
timbers as it went, and was precipitated into 
the creek by the apan giving away in the cen- 
ter. Seibolt was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where his injured leg was amputated. His 
home is in St. Louis.

The 
Collection is a superb one and the gather! 
of it is largely due to the efficient taste aa 
energy of Mrs. Kerens, and is to be under the 
charge of Miss Mimika Farish and Miss Julia 
Valle. Among the specially notable ceramic 
treasures are the 8 
course presented to a collect 
ens, which consists of one dosen 
of superb design, each suggestir . 
soup, turtie, g. tomato, „ 
the Indian cooking his pt ve soup. On 
another is represen an oid English kitch- 
en. These were designed by Theodore P. 
Davis, the artist, ad executed at the 
Haviland factory. Two of them belonged to 
the original White House set and had the 
name of Theodore P. Davis and the coat of 
arms burnt on the back and are simply price- 
less in value. They were presen to Mrs. 
Kerens by Stephen B. Elkins, and are without 
doubt the most unique and valuable in 
America. The h set, also the gift of 
Stephen B. Elkins, isa superb set of robin- 
egg dlue china and in the center of each is 
painted some European scene frem nature. 
Mrs. Kerens herself added to this rare 
dinner service an entree set painted in 
different varieties of fox loves. The 
game set is of royal orcester, is 
extremely beautiful and each one bas painted 
on it a specimen of the game of Engiand, sur- 
rounded by an arabesque border of red and 
gold. The dessert plates are royally magnifi- 
cent. They are of Sevres, and en each plate 
is painted a different species of the orchid, so 
exquisitely painted that one forgets they do 
not bloom in reality. There are twelve differ- 
ent varieties of orchid represented and are 
set in a border of turquoise and gold. 
These plates are natchiese in spiendor and are 
the envy of all connolssears in art and china.

THE DEFENSE OF QUAY. 
Senator InGALLs opened the campaign 
for Quayism in Pennsylvania with a 
speech of which the keynote is found in 


the following extract: 


My fellow-citizens, I have erred in calling 
the Democracy a party. It is an aggregation 
of the ignorance, the imbecility, and the dis- 
loyalty of this country. * * I think the 
worst Republican that ever lived is better by 
fat than the best Democrat that ever lived. 

It is a confession of weakness when a 
United States Senator turns away from 
the policy and measures of his party in a 
campaign speech and instead of trying ‘to 
defend them like a statesman prefers 
rather to justify its relations to QuAY and 
his methods by such a tirade as this 
against a large majority of the white 
people of this country. 

No man of Senator INGALLS’ age and 
knowledge of the world expects one- 
fourth of his hearers in any crowd of Re- 
publicans or Democrats to believe such 
stuff as this about their kindred, personal 
friends and fellow citizens. ot the oppo- 
site party, or to believe that he believes 
it. They know that there are Democrats 
with whom he loves to associate, with 
whom he would welcome the closest 
family relations, and upon whom he 
would pronounce the most glowing eulo- 
giesas men of the highest type of abil- 
ity, honor and patriotism if they should 
die to-morrow: It is equally well known 
that there are many thousands of Repub- 
licans with whom he would avoid social 
contact as if they were lepers. Why, 
then, does he advertise to all the world 
the utter insincerity of his political deliv- 
erances with such outbursts as this? 

There are few grown men so imbecile or 
so blinded by partisan yenom as to think 
that all the virtue, wisdom and worth ex- 
tant are found in men of their own party, 
and all the folly and wickedness in the 
other. Most Republicans would want to 
move out of this country if they thought 
that two-thirds of its white men were 
all, without exception, worse and 
more ignorant than the worst negro 
who wasever senttothe penitentiary or 
the gallows for brutal crimes.

RFCIPROCITY WITHA STRING. 

Senator Evanrts is a great coustitutiona 
lawyer, but such a thorough-going party 
man that the case must be very clear and 
strong when he makes a carefully pre- 
pared and elaborate speech in the Senate 
to demonstrate that a party measure fa- 
vored by both Houses of a Republican 
Congress is unconatitutional. 

If he is right in holding that Congress 
cannot delegate to anybody or vest in the 
President the power to make treaties reg- 
ulating foreign commerce without the 
action of the Senate thereon, or to raise 
or remit taxes without the action of the 
House of Representatives, it follows 
that the Aldrich reciprocity proviso 
in the tariff bill authorizing the President 
in his discretion to impose or remit duties 
on certain articles, is not only void, but 
full of menace to business and to our 
treaty relations with foreign Govern- 
ments. 

Even if Congress itself should enact 
such discrimination against imports from 
certain foreign Governments as this pro- 
viso would demit to the President’s dis- 
cretion, the statute would be in conflict 
with the most favored nation clause”’ in 
three-fourths of our treaties, and would 
therefore operate only to disturb business 
andinvolve us in diplomatic difficulties 
and troublesome coniplications with for- 
eign Governments.

THE suggestion of some of the Irish 
political leaders that the expected famine 
in Ireland be made use of to secure the 
success of the home rule cause is repul- 
sive to every humane mind. It is proposed 
that no general relief be extended to the 
distressed and starving people, but that 
the whole matter of providing for them 
be left to the British Government.

A Claim That Garbage Can Be Reduecd 
and the Fertilizer Sold at a Profit 
Without Any Fee Being Charged the 
City at All—The Opposition to the Con- 
tract Growing—Mr. Murphy’s Confirma- 
tion Again Laid Over—Municipal Notes 


The ‘‘Merz’’ garbage reduction contract is 
still upapproved and 80 far has failed to slip 
through ds easily as the projectors had wished 
it. The Whole arrangement was made and 
everything put in good shape before the on- 
tract was drawn up. Ordinance No. 16,718, 
approved on the ist of August by Mayor 
Noonan, fixed everything but the item of price 
per hundred pounds the city must pay to 
have the garbage ‘‘reduced.’’ The ordinance 
as passed ie as follows: 

THE ORDINANCE, 

Soe. 1. The Mayor and Health Commis- 
sioner of the city of St. Louis are hereby 
authorized and directed to enter into a con- 
tract for the sanitary disposal of all the slops, 
offal, garbage and animal matter of the city of 
St. Louis by the Merz process. 

Said contract shall be let within thirty days 
from the date of the approval of this or- 
dinance, and shall provide that the coutractor 
shall commence work ander said contract not 
less than four months from the date of said 
contract. And said contract shall further pro- 
vide that the works of said contractor shall be 
located at suitable and convenient points 
within the citz limits, and that said works 
shall at all times be subject to the inspection 
of the Health Commissioner, and shall not be 
lege than two in number. 

ald contract shail be made and entered Into 
for a period of not less than ten years, and the 
said contractor shall enter into a bond with 
the city of St. Louis lu the eum of $20,000, con- 
ditioned, with proper sureties, that said con- 
tractor shall d ispose of all slop, offal, ome 
and animal matter of the city or St. Lou 
and the sald: elty of t. Louis shall 
be obligated by said contract to collect 
and deliver or cause to be collected and 
delivered at the works of said contractor, all 
the siop, offal, garbage and animal matter of 
every description, within the limits of the city 
of St. Louis. And said bond shall cover the 
further condition that said contractor shall at 
all times fully comply with all the terms and 
conditions of this ordinaned,and said contract 
and bond shall be subject to approval by the 
Mayor and Council. 

Sec. 2. At the expiration of ten years from 
the date of said contract, the city of st. Louis 
shall have the privilege of purchasing the 
entire plant of said contractor at a valuation 
to be fixed by arbitrators, one ot said arbitra- 
tors to be appointed by the Mayor of the oity 
of St. Louis, and one of said arbitrators to be 
appointed by sald contractor, and if said two 
arbitrators cannot agree ae the 
value of said plant then they shall, within ten 
days after their appointment, agree on a 
third arbitrator whose decision shall be final 
and binding to all parties.

Any person, firm or corporation éonvic 
of a violation of this section shall be deem 
gullty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $600 for each offense. 


CAUSE OF THE OPPOSITION, 

The objections advanced against the con 
tract entered into by the Mayor and Health 
Commissioner under this ordinance are many, 
and some of the Councilmen who veted for 
the ordinance claim they did 860 under 4 
misapprehension of its true meaning 
and are now opposed to  approv- 
ing the contract.

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The Amen@mient to Increase the Supreme 
Court to Seven Given Consideration 

5 Court to Be Divided—The Appropria- 
tion Necessary—Reliet Badly Needed. 


The committee appointed by the State Bar 
Association to look after the interest of the 
proposed constitutional amendment for the 
relief of the Supreme Court, held a meeting in 
the rooms of the Democratic State Centrai 
Committees this morning to lay out a plan 
and arrange for. getting the proposed 
amendment before the people. It is to be 
voted upon in November, and thus far very 
little is Known coscerning the amendment, 
though it is of vast importance to the Interest 
of all the people of the State. The amendment 
Was submitted by the last Legislature and 
since that timé the bar associations, both 
State and local, have approved it and have 
taken great interest in it. The Supreme Court 
is now two and one-half years behind its 
docket, and it is rapidly falling further and 
further behind, so the time is not far distant 
when Dickens’ protest against the delay of 
the English Court of Chancery will admirably 
apply to the Missouri Supreme Court.

THE MARKET EASIER. 


BTOCKS HIGHER IN NEW YORK AND M- 
TEREST NOTES RAW EI. 


Parchases of Bends by the United States 
Treasury Lessen the FPressure—Interest 
Rates Fall Sharply—Rumored Resigna- 
tion ef Secretary Windem—The Course of 
the Market fer the Day. 


Nzw York, Sept. 17.—The improvement in 
the stoek market yesterday was well heid this 
morning, and although the opening prices 
showed considerable irregularity, there was 
a majority of advances over last nicht's 
Agures, the gains extending to % per 
cent, while the only important exception 
was a loss of % per centin St. Paul. The 
market soon displayed strength, however, 
and while there was little activity outside of 
Lackawanna, North America, Northern Pa- 
eific preferred, Chicago Gas, St. Paul 
and Sugar Refineries, all the leading 
stocks, with the single exception of Chicage 
Gas, soon scored material advances, Sugar 
rising 1 per cent, Lackawanna and North 
American each ; C. C. & St. Louis, &; St. 
Paul, %; Northern Pacific preferred, %, and 
others smaller fractions. Chicago Gas 
and Atchison were slugaish and 
fluctuated within narrow limits 
without any marked tendency in 
either direction. Toward the end of the hour 
there were slight recessions from the best 
Heures, but Sugar was exceptionally strong, 
making a further material advance.

FERGUSON, Mo., Sept. 17.—Prof. Drewry 
Jones, principal ofthe publicscheol at this 
place, committed suicide at an early hour 
this morning. He bad been suffering from 
teoth-ache and neuralgia for several 
days and school had been suspended, but no 
one thought it anything serious. Last even- 
ing he was much better, and sent word that 
he would be at school in the morning. This 
morning he was calied to breakfast, and he 
replied that he would be down in afew min- 
utes. Nothing more was heard of him, The 
family where he boarded waited until they 
feared something was wrong, when they burst 
in the door of his room and found him 
dead. They did not hearany reportof a re- 
volver, but he had shot himeeif, as the re- 
volver was still in nis hand. No one 
anything elee concerning the 
tragedy. A letter was found lying 
on his table, addressed to Dr. 


Smith at Pattonsville, which may possibly 
develop something later. An inquest will be 
held late this afternoon by Coroner Baber of 
Bridgeton. That he was demented is gener- 
ally believed. He had aimed te shoot himself 
in the temple, but the ball entered the cheek. 


The Suicide. 


Prof, Jones came to &t. Louls Saturday for 
the purpose of having an aching tooth ex- 
tracted. The tooth was broken off and the jaw 
was injured in such a way as to cause 


the sufferer intolerable pain. On Monday bis 
school was closed and yesterday morning he 
was nearly unconscious with pain and agony. 
His terrible suffering doubtedly drove him 
demented and he committed self-destruction 
while out of his bead. 

Mr. Jones was a Virginian by birth and 
came to St. Louis several years ago to act as a 

rivate tutor. Hetaughtthe children of Dr. 

mith, Benj. Edwards, Judge Wharton and 
others, being at different timesa member 
ot the household of each of the above-named. 
He retained their warmest friendship and re- 
gard when he left them to take charge 
of a private school, the children having 
grown up. He taught the private school for 
sometime and then removed to Ferguson 
where he continued teathing. He had the 
esteem and friendship of all who knew him. 

A PERFECT GENTLEMAN. 

Mr. Chris Ellerbe said in speaking of the 
deceased: — 

„He was a perfect gentleman by birth and 
education, and had no bad habits. He had 
the friendship and esteem of ever one 
with whom he became acquainted, and 
no one will be more missed from among 
the residents of Ferguson than he. No 
one can say but. words of praise for 
him for his geniality, friendship und perfect 
gentlemanly qualities.

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BUYING THE MOUNT OF OLIVES, 


An Interview With the Man Who Made the 
Purchase. 


From the London Star. i 

Tne Liverpool gentleman who bought a por- 
tion of the Mount of Olives, with the purpose 
of forestalling a speculator who proposed to 
build a hotel there, is Mr. Gray Hill. Helga 
Liverpool soliciter of old standing and high 
position. He is, however, a solicitor and 
something more, having found leisure to de- 
vote himself te the cultivation of literature 
andthe arts with much assiduity and suc- 


cess. ‘‘My practical acquaintance with Pal: 
estine,’’ said Mr. Hill toa correspondent in 
the course of a conversation this week, 
only recent. My first visit was paid four years 
ago, but sincethen I have each year made a 
tour in the country, and have encountered 
many vicissitudes, but found great and grow- 
ing delight. It is true I have bought a piece 
of land on or near tke Mount of Olives. It is 
a small plet at the north end, and at the bigh- 
est point on the ridge on the east side of the 
Kedren Valley. I am not sure, hewever, 
whether the place is on the Mount or Olives 
or on Mount. Scopus, inasmuch as 9 
as is generally supposed, the latter is a 
prelongation of the former, no one can pre- 
cisely tell where the one endsand the other 
begins. The statement in the At m that 
I bought the land in order to forestall some 
one else whose intention was to build a hotel 
is not correct. The first suggestion I have 
heard that anyone proposed to build a hotel 
on the spot was in the Aihencum paragraph 
itself, and I need hardly say that I myseit 
have no such intention. The erection I shall 
put up will be hardly worthy of the dignity of 
the name of house. It will be what is known 
in that locality as a ‘salaamlik,’ a 
simple form of dwelling, suitable alike to 
the neighborhood and the purpose for which I 
shall use It.. Mr, Gray Hill in further con- 
versation related some exceedingly interest- 
ing discoveries of an arch@ological nature 
which were made on the site in question dur- 
ing the visit of himself and Mrs. Gray Hill last 
spring. These will probably be fully de- 
scribed,’* he said, by Herr Shieck, the anti- 
quary of Jerusalem, in the next number of the 
quarterly statement of the Palestine Explora- 
tion Fund. I may say, however,’’ Mr. 
Hil centinued, „that we found a 
flight of steps which led down 
to a dwelling cut in the rock. There are many 
dwellings of this kind im the Holy Land, sup- 

osed to have been occupied by the original 
nhabitants of the country anterior to the ad- 
vent of the Israelites. The roof of this 
dwelling had evidently fallen in and carried 
with itallthe superimposed matter. We in- 
stituted a search, of course, and were richly 
rewarded. We found a portion of acoluma 
(evidentiy Roman work), some pieces of a 
stone cross, a little bronze pot and some small 
Jewish coins of the time of Hered. 

But that which interested us most perbaps 
was a stone ball which Herr Shieck pronouced 
to be one of the projectiles used in the siege 
of Jerusalem. Such implements of warfare 
have occasionaliy been discovered about the 
locality, and the probability of their baving 
actually been employed in the seige of Jeru- 
salem is strengthened by the fact that, ac- 
cording to Josephus the camp of Titus was 
situated all along the ridge of which the 
Mount of Olives forms a part. Since we lett 
the Holy Land, continued Mr. Gray Hul, I 
learn that several large cisterns have 
been found under the surface, of which 
there was no indication when we 
were there. Some rock-cut tombs have also 
been discovered. Cisterns and tombs, of 
course, are very common about Jerusalem, 
and many of the former are in so well pre- 
served a condition as to require only cleaning 
outand recementing to be available for the 
purpose of holding water. Indeed, in all 
parts of Syria where there are no streams 
cisterns of this kind are met with in nambers 
sufficient to indicate that the population in 
olden times was much larger than at present.

SCHOOL BOARD MEETING, 


A Number ef Recommendations fer Addi- 
tions te the Schools. 


The School Board held an adjourned meet- 
Ing last night and received the reports of 
various committees, which principally con- 
cerned new buildings and additional school 
accommodations. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee recommended an appropriation of $67,- 
000 to be used forreat of rooms secured for 
the relief of the Irving and Bryan Hin 
Bchools; also that $1,600 be set aside for the 


purchase ofthe lot adjoining the Elleards- 
ville Schoel for a site for an addition. The 
contract for building the stack on the Dozier 
Bchool was awarded to Richard Gostsang for 
$164.08. The committee reported that it had 
instructed the janitors of schools having a 
flag staff and flag to raise the flag on holidays 
and school days when the weather would per- 


zo it. 

The joint Committee of Teachers and Ways 
and Means, recommended the building of 
feur-room additions to the Arlington and 
Hamilton Schools instead of two-room addi- 
tions. The joint Teachers and Ways and 
Means Committee recommended the follow- 
ing ada ns: Spring Avenue, four; Garfield, 
four; No. 5, three; Blair School Kindergarten, 
one; Rock Spring Kindergarten, one; No. &, 
two; No. II, two; Ellendale, four. Also that 
the order of the board to heat certain schools 
with stoves be rescinded and that they be 
beated with furnaces, as the board had fur. 
maces which could be used. 

The joint Salary and Ways and Means Com- 
mittee submitted a report fixing the salary of 
Mr. Geo. T. Murpby, Third Assistant Super- 
intendent, at $2,700, and the salary of Miss 
Julia Nievergelder, director of the Jefferson 
morning and afternoon. kindergarten, at $100 
for each session. 

The reports were all adopted, and Mr. Mo- 
Entire then offered a resolution to designate 
the colored schools by name instead of by 
number. 

President Miller said that as one-third of the 
members were absent the matter would be 
referred to the Rule Committee. 

Mr. McEntire objected, and wanted to force 
the resolution through at once in spite of Mr. 
Koenig's caution about railroading resolu- 
tions when there were committees which 
Ought to act on them. 

On callof the roll the resolution was re- 
ferred to the Rules Committee. The board 
then adjourned to Friday.

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WHAT GEN. UNDERWOOD 


The Decision of the Missouri Grand Ledge 
Reversed—Members Whose Only Offense 
Is That They Sell Liquor Cannot Be Ex. 
pelled Once They Are In-The Ellis 
Case. ; 


Local Odd Fellows are greatly interested in 
the present meeting of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge at Topeka, Kan., a8 one of the most 

important questions under discussion 
is the recent controversyin the Missouri 
Grand Lodge over the admission of saloon 
keepers. The opinions of the different officials 
in the order have been at variance to a certain 


extent, 
THE GRAND SIRE’S REPORT TO A OBRTAIN EXTENT. 
Yesterday in his report Grand Sire Under- 
wood discussed the action of the Grand Lodge 
of Missouri in issuing its famous order refus- 
ing admission to saloon keepers. The Grand 
Lodge of Missouri resolyed, ‘‘That, as the 
business of saloon- keeping is an immoral one, 
and not such reputable means of support as 
our Jaws require, subordinate ledges be 
instructed to demand that any of their mem- 
bers who may be engaged in such business 
shall abandon it, or de charged with unbe- 
coming conduct and expelled from the or- 
der.“ As the sovereign grand lodge will ve 
asked to make a similar order the position of 
the grand sire on this question was heard with 
great interest. He held that the qualifications 
ot membership had been prescribed by the 
constitution of the sovereign grand lodge and 
that retroactive legislation was illegal and 
could not be enforced. He declared: The 
mandates ofa subordinate grand body con- 
ditioning habit qualifications for members 
and interdicting the business privileges of cit- 
wens are directly contrary to the continued 
action ot the sovereign grand lodge, 
which sovereign body has invariably 


refused to interfere with the personal attri- 
butes of applicants, or members and their 
business avocations, further than as expressed 
in tha constitution. A man’s bad habits and 
iilicié business transactions (so called) are 
proper reasons for rejection by those with 
whom such characteristics are disliked, and 
improper applicants should be refused ad- 
mission to the order through the ballot, the 
silent and sacred protector of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. 

Continuing this discussion, Grand Sire Un- 
derwood referred to the restrictions on mem- 
bership imposed by the constitution and con- 
cluded with the statement that no qualifica- 
tions for membership could be imposed ex- 
cept those provided for by the constitution of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The resolution was introduced in the Mis- 
sour! Grand Lodge during the session of 1889, 
and was passed by that body, but during the 
last session held Aug. 31, T. P. Rixey, Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
Missouri, decided thatthe resolution was in 
confiict with previous rulings of the Sever- 
eign Grand Lodge and therefore would not be 
enforced. It is the first time in the histery of 
the order in Missouri, that the Grand Master 
has found it necessary to rule 
against an action taken by the 
Grand Lodge. The greatest excitement was 
caused and those in favor of annulling the 
action of the Grand Lodge decided to bring it 
before the present meeting of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge at Topeka for a decision. 

In 1884 the Grand Lodge of the State passed 
a resolution against the admission of saloon- 
keepers into the order, but this was fre- 
quentiy violated, and the resolution of 1889 
was passed for the purpese of expelling these 
objectionable members. 

The Masonic order eliminated the saloon- 
keeping clement from its ranks afew years 
ago, and the action of the Odd Fellows is 
taken out of deference to this precedent, but 
the Masons are not compelied to abide by the 


of the Odd Fellows, but action taken by the 
State Grand Lodge is final. 
THE ELLIS CASE. 

Another question under discussion by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge is in relation toa snari 
in which two prominent Odd Fellows are 
concerned. For some time rumors of trouble 
between Capt.-Gen. Franklin Ellis of Troy, 
O., and Gen. Underwood, generalissimo of 
the patriarchs militant and grand sire of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows, have 
been current. A short time ago Gen. 
Ellie issued a communication to all can- 
tons in the United States, entitiin 
it general order No. 1, in which he assume 
the command ofthearmy. The order caused 
much comment, and Gen. Underwood’s action 


growing interest. Gen. Underwood Is now in 
Topeka, Kan., attending the meeting of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, but members are te- 
day receiving general order No. I. issued by 
him, regarding Ellis’ alleged assumption of 
power. After calling attention to Ellis’ order, 
which is incorporated verbatim, Gen. Under- 
wood’s order continues: 

„Capt. Gen. Franklin Ellis is insub- 
ordinate to his commander and insulting to 
the sovereign body of the order. The special 
enactment of the Sovereign Grand Lodge cre- 
ating the position of Generalissimo for the in- 
cumbent at Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 21, 1888, 
is as follows: ‘That for and during the term 
of office of the present Grand Sire he, as 
Lieutenant-General and Commander of the 
Patriarchs Militant, is hereby qualified 
to hold both offices and, in a military 
sense, shall be recognized as generalissimo of 
the army; that all laws inconsistent with the 
above be suspended in their operation for the 
space of two years.’ Capt.-Gen. Franklin 
Ellis is hereby relieved of the command of the 
Fourth Army Corps, and because of insubor- 
dination will consider himself under arrest, 
his action to be reported to the Sovereign 
Grand Loage.’’ 

It will be seen thatthe law origimally bear- 
ing upon the commander of the Patriarchs 
Militant is operative until the expiration of 
his official time as Grand Sire, aud the pre- 
sumption of Gen. Franklin Ellis in pronounc- 
ing and signing himself Lieutenant-General 
without commission, and assuming conimand 
ofthe army, is not only rank insubordination 
but a slap at the pee ge legisiation of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

The above is of interest tothe Odd Fellows 
throughout the United States, as it involves a 
question of national importance relative to 
the government of the military forces of the 
Odd Fellows.

POLITICS IN KENTUCKY. 


THE SITUATION MADE UNCERTAIN BY THE 
ALLIANCE MOVEMENT. 


A Membership Nambering Sixty Thousand 
Voters — Demand of a Recognition of 
Rights of the Farmer in National Legis- 
lation—Hew the Present Congressional 
Delegation Stands—The Chances of Re- 
nomination and Election. 


LOUISVILLE, Sept. 17.—In politics in Ken- 
tucky, just as in life, nothing is certain, The 
Congressman who three months ago could be 
as independent and as arrogant as the Mikado 
of Japan or an English lord, certain of a re- 
nomination and of course re-election, is to- 
day trembling in his boots and is as 
obsequious as a summer resort waiter 
in December. This condition of un- 
certainty in a State so jug-handied 
politically as Kentucky is the result of the 
Wheel or Farmers’ Alliance movement that 
has quietly, but none the less surely, become 
a power. An officer of this agricultural or- 
ganization stated only afew days ago that 
the membership in Kentucky on Sept. 1 
numbered 80,000, at least 60,000 of these being 
voters, andhe said he confidently believed 
the rolls would show 100,000 names before the 
ides of November. Such an organization is 
bound to be a power in polities and must neo; 
essarily be considered in making up slates. 

As yet the farmers have asked for but little 
peyond a recognition of the rights of the 
farmer in a national legislation; in fact near - 
ly allthe districts have deciared against the 
sub-tréasury scheme that seems to be the 
paramount issue in other States. But two of 
the Kentucky members have a dead sure 
thing on re-election. There are W. C. P. 
Breckinridge, no one in the Seventh District 
having the temerity to oppose him, and Jas. 
B. MoCreary, who has, like Breckinridge, 
been renominated. The other members of 


the delegation—every one of whom is a can- 
didate for re-élection—do not fare so well. 
THE OTHER DISTRICTS. 

In the First District itis possible that an in- 
dependent farmer eandidate cay | be putin 
the feld to oppose W. J. Stone. The latter’s 
friends, however, are not much disturbed 
over the talked of opposition. 

Representative Ellis of the Second District 
has some opposition, but not enough to alarm 
his friends. An effort recentiy made to run a 
Wheeler independent candidate failed. After 
the Demecratic primaries on the 22d inst., 
and the convention, another Wheeler con- 
vention will be called. The Republicans, up 
to this time, have not indicated what they 
will do. 

MUST SATISFY THE WHEELERS. 

I. H. Goodnight, renominated in the Third 
District, will have to prepare for the hard 
fight the Republicans will make against him. 
Half a dozen good men are willing to be sac- 
rificed, prominent among them being Col. W. 
L. Haslip, an ex-member of the Legislature, 
chairman of the Republican District Com- 
mittee and a delegate to the last National 
Republican Convention. The only suggestion 
of Wheeler’s action in this district is a recent 
editorial in the Wheeler organ, published at 
Bowling Green by 8. B. Erwin, president of 
tHe State Union, advising a Wheeler meeting 
to consider congressional matters. 

‘*‘We do not know,“ says Mr. Erwin, 
‘‘whether I. H. Goodnight is favorable to our 
demands or not, and at this time. when so 
many of our lawmakers are golng back on the 
people, we should de sure that the man who 
represents the Third Congressiona! District in 
the Fifty-second Congress will support our 
measures. 

N r Montgomery and W. E. Rus - 
sell will put their fate to the test in the Fourth 
District at the Democratic primary, Oct. 4. 
The Wheeler influence has brought forward 
the name of Thomas 8. Grundy of Washington 
County, and he will make a hard fight. 

A BITTER FIGHT. 

In the Sixth there promises to be a repeti- 
tion of the bitter ight that occurred at Car- 
roliton last snriag, when, after two days of 
snariing, Worth Dickerson secured Mr. Car- 
lisle’s baif-worn shoes. The convention has 
been called to meet at Failmonth, Oct. 12, and 
at present all the eandidates who were up at 
Carroliton will be in it again. Mr. Dieker - 
son wants a renomination, of sourse, 
and his chances for getting it are believed to 
have been improved by the announcement, 
recently made, that Judge O’Hara of 
Covington is again acandidate. Until Judge 
O’ Hara was announced it was thought by 
many that Theodore Hallom of Covington 
might succeed in defeating Mr. Dickerson. 
But it the Kenton Coupty politicians are going 
te resume their hacking at each other’s 
throate, they may lose the prize again. A. 8. 
Berry of Newport is also a candidate. Repub- 
licans will held a nominating convention 
Oct. 1 at Covington. 

In the Ninth Thomas H. Paynter’s friends 
seem to have a bulge on affairs. The Wheelers 
held a convention at Grayson last Friday, but 
the Paynterites secured the Chairman,and no 
nomination was made. Paynter will be nom- 
inated at the convention in October and will 
be re-elected. 

In the Tenth, after a hot fight in convention 
lasting four days, during which 204 ballots 
were taken, J. Wick Kendall was nominatea 
by the Democrats. The districtis at present 
represented by Mr. Wiison, a Republican, 
but the last gisiature gerrymandered it 
inte a Democratic Stronghold. 

The Eleventh District is the only Repub- 
lican one in the State now. r. llson, in 
the present House from the Tenth, is located 
in the new Eleventh, andis a candidate for 
the Republican nomination against Mr. Fin- 
ley, who has announced himself. The con- 
vention will be held early in October. The 
Democrats will make no fight in this district, 
The Probibitionists have nominated a candi- 
date, D. T. Chestnut.

BARRUNDIA’S FATE. 


The Guatemalan Refugee Re- 
sisted Capture to the 
Last. 


A Graphic Account of the Tragedy 
on Board the Acapulco, 


Zhe General Betrayed by an Enemy on the 
Vessel—Capt. Pitt Refuses to Give Up His 
Passenger te the Commandant at Cham- 

‘perico—American Naval Officers Decline 
to Interfere—Minister Mizner’s Order te 
Surrender the Fagitive—Gen. Barrua- 
dia’s Desperate Resistance and Death at 
the Hands of Special Officers—Sis Com- 
panion Protected by the Vessel’s Mate 
Purser A. F. Mulligan’s Story. 


EW YORK, Sept. 
17.—Mr. A. P. Mul- 
ligan, who was 
purser of the 
steamer Acapuico, 
upon which Gen. 
Barrundia was 
butchered jby sol- 
diers of the Guate- 
malan Government 
in the harbor of 
San Jose de Guate- 
mala, reached this 
city on Monday 
and is at the Grand 
Central Hotel. He resigned hie position last 
week, having seen all he wanted to see of 
South and Central America, and intends to 
study medicine in this city. Mr. Mulligan 
telis this story of the shooting of which he 
Was an cye-witness: 

The General had fifteen trunks, two boxes 
and avalise. Fosita, his secretary, carried a 
satchel containing $2,500. Capt. Pitt had the 
luggage searched, and found six revolvers 
and hundreds of cartridges. Two more pistols 
were taken from Barrundia’s pockets. A 
crowd assembled to see him off. Several 
Guatemalans, whom Barrundia recognized as 


enemies, were on the Acapulco. One of these, | 


Miguel Torrino, hired a negro boatman to 
send a telegram tothe authorities at Cham- 
perico, so that Barrundia might be arrested 
when the vessel landed there. Barrun- 
dia 80 distrusted his enemies on 
board that after his second meal in the eabin 
he retired to his stateroom—No. 2, on the 
upper deck—and had his meals served there 
by hie secretary. On Aug. 2% the Acapulco 
sailed and the next morning reached Champ- 
erico, anchoring amile and a half off shore. 
The anchor had not settied before four boats 
loaded with black armed soldiers left the 
quay and pulled to the vessel. 
CAPT. PITT FIRM. 

Commander Telferrio was inthe first boat. 
He asked Capt. Pittto lower the gangplank. 
The request was refused. The Captain said 
he would permit the Commandant to comeon 
board alone, but would not allow a soldier to 
put foot on the ship. On deck Telferrio told 
Capt. Pitt that he had an order from 
his superiors for the arrest of Barrundia and 
demanded that the General be turned over to 
him at once. Capt. Pitt refused to give Bar- 
rundia up, and ordered the Commandant off 
the ship. The surf was running high and the 
black soldiers were nearly all sick. From 
Camperico Capt. Pitt sent a telegram on Aug. 
26, to Lansing Mizner, United States Minister 
at Guatemala, asking him to send the Amer. 
can man-of-war Ranger from San Jose, to 
prevent Barrundia’s enemies from taking him 
off the vessel. The Acapulco left Champerico 
at noon Aug. 27, and reached San Jose 
de Guatemala seven hours later. 
Every one on Capt. Pitt’sship was delighted 
to find the American war vessels Thetis and 
Ranger lying there. The Acapulco anchored 
malt a mile from the Ranger. That night Capt. 
Reiter of the Ranger and several other naval 
officers visited .the Acapulco. Capt. Pitt ex- 
plained the situation and said he hoped they 
would not allow Barrundiato be taken from 
his vessel. Capt. Reiter replied: 

**lam sorry we cannot do anything for you 
without an order from the Port Captain,’’ 
meaning the Secretary of the Navy. 


Pitt asked for a file of marines to protect his 
passengers from violence. This request was 
also raused, Pittreceived no reply to his 
telegram to Mizuer, who was at Guatemala, 
seventy-five miles away. 

ATTEMPT TO ARREST BARRUNDIA. 

At 1:30 o’ciock the Acapulco was boarded by 
Gen. Torrielle and five policemen who had 
‘come from Guatemala to arrest Barrundia. 
The biack soldiers came with the policemen, 
but remained in their bat, Torrielle showed 
Pitta letter from Mizner saying it was the 
Captain's duty to surrender Barrundia, who 
would not be harmed exceptfor his political 
offenses. Pitt sald to the passengers: 

„„I have to surrender Barruadia. Take the 
ladies to the lower cabin. 

There were three ladies on board. Bar- 
rundia’s stateroom opened onan alsle, on 
either side ot which were six other rooms. 
Amidships a mast passen through the 
center of the aisie. Pitt knoeked on the 
door and it was instantly opened 
and Barrundia stood before them. He was 6 
feet à inches tall, 45 years old, had black hair 
and a wag drooping mustache. He spoke 
French and Spanish and Pitt underst En- 

lish only. The latter read the letter and 

n. Torrielle interpreted. Barrundia un- 
deratood ail before the second line was re- 
peated by the Captain and exclaimed: 

„Bueno, bueno,“ (good, good.) 

Jumping back into the state-room he pulled 
two revolvers frem under his bunk and fired

CARDINAL NEWMAN, 


Bishop Coxe on the Career ef the Deceased 
Prelate. 


BuFFALoO, N. T., Sept. 17.—Bishop 
Coxe, whose utterances against Roman 
Catholicism and Roman institutions have 
lent fame to his name, paid his respects 
to the late Cardinal Newman last night. The 
Oouncil of the diocese of Western New York 
met, and it was during the course of his 
annual address that the Bishop said: 


„The deceased at an advanced age, John 
Henry Newman, once the brilliant Vicar of 
St. Mary's, Oxford, and the delight of Oriel 
College, closes a period of Anglican hisiory to 
which I must devote a few words in a spirit of 
tender regret, but with fidelity to truth. 
While vet an undergraduate I became ac- 
quainted with some of his work, then first 
attracting attention beyond the littie world of 
bis university. He was charged, ever then, 
with unfaithfulness to his position, but so 
strong were his utterances against Roman 
Catholic corruption that I gave to the spel! of 
his genius the assent of a discipie, and for a 
time he dictated his ideas to my confiding 
thought almost with despotic sway. The 
movement of which he was not the auther, 
and which he proved incapable of controlling. 
derived, nevertheless, a peculiar charm from 
his fine poetic feeling and from what seemed 
to me his surpassing piety. 

For a long time Irefused to believe that 
‘Tract No. 90’ proceeded from his pen. It was 
diametrically counter to the other statements 
of doctrines which were confessedly his, and 
it was tainted with a moral obliquity utterly 
inconsistent with my conceptions of his ex- 
alted character. To palter in a double sease, 
about formulas whichone has solemnly ac- 
cepted in thelr grammatical force and ex- 
pounded by the common prayer 
and by other contemporary stand- 
ards (recognized for three centuries 
as their legitimate interpreters), seemed 
to me a crime which it was cruel to attribute 
to so good a man. I resented the idea as one 
would resent a charge of perjury brought by 
momentary caprice against afriend of spot- 
less integrity. When the fact became known 
Ino longer read his words with satisfaction. 
Could he be intentionally weaving ambigui- 
ties to entrap young and ardent admirers into 
sophistical and dangerous, if not dishonor- 
able, dealings with conscience and with men? 
I[remember the unspeakabie anguish with 
which I turned away from him as 4 guide, 
while even then I believed he was only mo- 
mentarily untrue to bis better nature and 
would recover himself, like St. Peter. 

„The astounding news of hie final down- 
fall overwhelmed my soul. I writbed in pains 
almost physical when I learned of it. Had he 
interposed a sober period of retirement to 
convince himself and friends that he was 
weighing the tremendous nature of his revolt 
against all that had claims upon his love and 
gratitude—not to speak of what should have 
been the conduct of an honorable man—one 
could have wept for him and yet been able to 
bless him and love him and sympathize with 
hie struggie and its catastrophe. But no. 
His ‘apology’ does not mitigate the nature 
of his deed. His secession was the betrayal 
of a trust the most sacred which any 
man can assume. It broke the hearts 
of confiding friends, the purest and 
the best that God could give to a fellow 
traveler through this bad world, and worst of 
all, he wrecked the faith and bopes and the 
life work of many precious youths who had 
given him their unsuspecting confidence, and 
who followed him into a quagmire, where all 
that was of promise in their intellect and 
character nas been swallowed up and lost to 
their age and to the best interest of humanity. 
The distress and misery with which their 
ruin elouded the remaining days of fathers 
and mothers, and broke up families and the 
happiness of homes, is unutterabie. If 
there be a woe ‘against those ‘by whom of- 
fenses eome,’ one trembles to reflect upon 
the career of Newman

THE HOBOKEN TURTLE AND NEW YORK 
ATHLETIC CLUBS AT ours. 


Jimmy Carrell Whips Andy Bowen and 
Tommy Kelly Beats Temmy Russell 
Racing at Brecklyn and Leuisville—The 
Brewns Lose at Columbus and Protest 
the Game—General Sporting Matters. 


EW YORK, Sept. 17.—The 
kindly feelings which have

They sang, yelled, cursed, used 
indecent language, broke glasses and fought 
in the elub-house, driving the lady guests 
away by their riotous behavior.

THE BOILER BU RSI. 


AN EXPLOSION AT THE WILLEMSEN BELT - 
ING CO.’8 WORKS. 


~~ 


George Chittler, the Fireman, Fatally 
Scalded—Casper Beck, the Engiseer, 
Sustains Painful, Though Net Danger- 
ous Injuries—The Cause ef the Collapse 
—Damage Deve by the Explosien, 


HE bolier in the Willem- 
sen Belting Co.’s works 
on Destrehan street, east 
of Broadway, collapsed 
this morning about 7:45 
o’clock. George Chittier, 
the fireman, was very 
badly burned, and Oas- 
per Beck, the engineer, 
was painfully burned 
about the arms, should- 
ers and nécks. No other 
persons were injured. The bolier and engine- 
room of the works are lu the rear of the build- 
ing, which is of brick and two stories high. 
The fire-room 18 a little below the level of the 
surrounding ground and on a level with the 
tanning pits in the main building. All of the 
*ompany’s workmen were at their places when 
the doller collapsed and were much alarmed. 
Beyond the destruction of the boiler the 
front and side walls of the boiler house and 
the breaking of some portions of the machin- 
ery no damage was done, and the total loss is 
estimated to be $1,500, covered by insurance. 
CAUSE OF THE COLLAPSE. 

The cause of the collapse was probably in- 
sufficient water in the boller. The watchman 
whose duty it is to get up steam in 
the morning before the arrival of the 
engineer and fireman complained before leav- 
ing the works this morning that he could not 
get the pump to work. Engineer Beck was 
at work upon the pump when the crash came. 
Fireman Chittler was in front of the fire 
doors. if 

The escaping steam poured upbn the eng- 
neer’s back, burning all exposed places. 
While his injuries are horribly pamtul,they are 
trifling compared with those from which the 
fireman is now suffering. Beck was able to 
escape from the bullaing, but Chittler was 
thrown down by the concussion and covered 
with scalding water an d fire from the box. He 
was held down by timbers and could not 
escape until workmen from the 
tannery, and neighbors learning from Beck 
that he was imprisioned there set to work to 
release him. He was taken out as tenderly as 
possible, and on the arrival of a city ambu- 
lance was taken with Beck to the residence of 
Dr. Edw. Borek, Ninth and Salisbury streets. 
An immense crowd of school children and 
women gathered about the doctor’s door 
listening eagerly tothe groans and shouts of 
agony that ceme from within. 

SENT TO THE HOSPITAL. 

The scalded body and limbs were dressed 
carefully by the doctor, and then Chittier, 
whois an unmarried man, was sent to the 
City Hospital. Beck’s disfigured head and 
peeled back were cared for and he was sent 
to his home, 2216 North Market street. Beck 
is married and has a family. 

The fireman will hardly recover. He lived at 
Broadway and Benton streets. 

Immediately after the collapse of the boiler 
an alarm of fire was turned in from a 
neighboring box. Aline of hose was carried 
into the belting-works, and a small biaze 
which had been caused by the spread of the 
fire-box contents over the boiler-room was ex- 
tinguished. 

Charles Krause, manager of tthe works, 
said: ‘‘The cause of the accident is unknown. 
Ihave heard some talk about the pump rot 
working all right, but Idon’t know anything 
about it. The boiler was put in eight years 
ago with the rest of the plant. It was in- 
spected some time along the first of the year, 
in February or March, and pronounced all 
right oy the City Boiler Inspector. It was a 
two flue boiler, I don’t know the make. The 
engineer was licensed and so must have un- 
derstood his business. He had been in our 
employ only afew monthe. The fireman was 
a new man also. I don’t think he had been 
here more than two or three weeks. Our loses 
— oe $1,500, fully covered by insurance, I 

elieve.’’

IN COURT FOR YEABS. 


The Case of the Webster Loan Co. Against 
Higgias & Co. 


New York, Sept. 17.—Judges Wallace and 
Shipman of the United States District Court 
filed decisions on Saturday in the famous suit 
of the Webster Loom Co. against the car- 
pet firm of Elias 8. Higgins & Co. for the re- 
covery of nearly $30,000,000 damages for in- 
fringement of patent for wire motion used 
ia forming the pile“ in tapestry carpets. 
The suit has been pending since 1874. Many 
ofthe original litigants und their counsels 


are dead. The decisions are practically in 
favor of the Higgins company, although the 
demand of the is nominally 
sustained. The firm had used 
a wire attachment a loom on 
which body Brussels, Wiltens, velvets, tapes - 
tries and other pile were woven. 
This work was originally done by hand. The 
same patent was used by the Bigelow Carpet 
Co. and the Roxbury O Co. of Boston, 
and the three firms had a monopoly and grew 
rich, In 1871 the patent expired and the Hig- 
gins Co. adopted a new wire motion upon 
sixty-one of its looms. This was what the 
Webster Co. declared was an infringement of 
atent. Suit was begun in 1874 with Clarence 
„ Seward and E. N. Dickerson as 
counsel for the Webster Oo., and 
Judge Hoar, Senator Evarts and 
Geo. Gifford representing the Higgins Co. 
In 1878 Judge Wheeler of the Circuit Oourt de- 
olded in favor of Higgins, holding that the 
Webster patent was invalid. In 1982 the Su- 
preme Court reversed this decision. Com- 
missioner Shields was appointed Master to 
ascertain the damages due the Webster Co. 
Experts were employed and two ears later 
damages were fixed by them at $28,750,000. A 
longand remarkable examination foilowed 
before the Master. Lawyer Griffin, for the 
Higgins, kept Wm. G. Smith, President of the 
Webster Co., on the witness stand off and on 
during two years: He asked 6,204 questions, 
the answers to which filled 2,884 printed pages. 
The claim gradually melted down to $1,500,000, 
areduction of $27,250,000. In January, 1888, 
1,200 printed pages of evidence were submit- 
ted to Commissioner Shields. It took him six 
months to get through them, and in the fol- 
lowing December he reported, awarding the 
Webster Co. 6cents damages. The Webster 
Cor had claimed all the profizs of the 3 — 
Co. 's business in the intervening period, less 
what it was criculated could bave deen made 
if the carpet company bad used only the ma- 
chines invented at the time the sult was 
brought, but the carpet company showed that 
other free machines had in the meantime 
been invented,and Commissioner Shields held 
that this should be considered and that the 
Webster Co. had failed to establish that its 
patent was better than these free inventions 
and hence that it could claim no compensa- 
tion. The Webster Co. appealed and Judge 
Shipman reversed the decision, but this de- 
cision has again been reversed and Commis- 
sioner Shields’ report sustained with the ex- 
ception of a single point out of the ninety 
points claimed. This point, which involves a 
detail of complex mechanism. has again been 
referred to Commissioner Shields. If not sus- 
tained in accordance with the balance of the 
report, the way is open for still further years 
of litigation. Inthe decisions filed on Satur- 
day Judge Wallace presented an opinion on 
questions of law, Judge Shipman concurring, 
and Judge Shipman wrote an opinion on sev- 
eral minor matters of fact. The Supreme 
Court is still open for appeal in any event.

A GENTLEMAN, 


How the Late Cardinal Newman Deflued 
Him. 


From the London Daily News. 

It is almost a definition of a gentieman to 
say that he is one who never infllets pain. 
This definition is beth réfined aud, so far as 
it goes, accurate. He is mainly occupied in 
merely removing the obstacles which hinder 
the free und unembarrassed action of those 
about him, and he concurs with their move- 
ments rather than takes the initiative him- 


self. His benefits may be considered as par- 
allel to what are called comforte or conveni- 
ences in arrangements of a personal 
nature—like an easy chair or a good 
fire, which do their part in  dispell- 
ing cold and fatigue, though nature 
provides both means of rest and animal heat 
without them. The true gentieman in like 
manner carefully avolds whatever may cause 
a jar or ajoit in the minds of those with whom 
he is cast—all clashing of opinion, or collision 
of feeling, all restraint, or suspicion, or 
gioom, orresentment; his great concern be- 
ing to make every one at their ease and at 
home. He has his eyes on all his company; 
he is tender toward the bashful, géntie to- 
ward the distant and mereiful toward 
the absurd. He can récollect to 
whom he is speaking; he guards 
against unseasonabie allusions, or topics 
which may irritate; he is seldom prominent 
in conversation and never wearisome. He 
makes light of favors when he does them and 
seems to be receiving when be 16 conferring. 
He never speaks of himself except when com- 
pelled, never defends himself by a mere re- 
tort; he has no ears forslanderor gossip, is 
scrupulous in oe ere motives to those who 
interfere with him, and interprets everything 
for the best. 

He is never mean or little in his disputes, 
never takes unfair advantage, never mistakes 
personalities or sharp sayings for arguments, 
or insinuates evil which ne dare not say out. 
From a long-sighted prudence, he observes 
the maxim of the ancient sage, that we 
shouid ever conduct ourselves toward our 
enemy asifhe were one day to be our friend. 
He has too much good sense to be affronted at 
insults; he is too well employed to remember 
injuries and too indolent to boar malice. He 
is patient, forbearing and resigned ou philo- 
sophic principles; he submits to pain because 
itis inevitable, to bereavement because itis 
irreparable, and to death because it is his 
3 If he engages in controversy of any 
kind, his disciplined intellect preserves him 
from the blundering discourtesy of better, 
perhaps, but less educated minds, who, 
like blunt weapons, tear and hack in- 
stead of cutting clean, who mistake the 
point in argument, waste their strengtn 
on trifles, misconceive their adversary, and 
leave the 2 more involved than they 
findit. He maybe right or wrong in his 
opinion, but he is too clear-headed to be un- 
just; be is as simple as he is forcible, and as 
briet as he is decisive. Nowhere shall we find 

reater candor, consideration, indulgence; 

e throws himself into the minds of his oppo- 
nents, he accounts for their mistakes. He 
knows the weakness of human reason as well 
as ite strength, its province and its limits. 

If he be an unbeliever,he will be too unpro- 
found and large minded to ridicule religion or 
to act against it; he is to wise to be a dogma- 
tist or fanaticin his infidelity. He respects 
piety and devotion; he even supports institu- 
tions as venerable, beautiful and useful, to 
which he-does not assent; he honors the 
ministers of religion, and it Gontents him to 
decline its mysteries witbout assailing or de- 
nouncing them. He is a friend of religious tol- 
eration, and that not only because his pbilos- 
ophy has taught him to look on 
all forms of faith with an impatial 
eye, but also from the gentieness and 
effeminacy of feeling which is the attendant 
on civilization. Not that he may not hold a 
religion, too, in his own way, even when he Is 
nota Christian. In that cage his religion is 
one of imagination and sentiment; it is the 
embodiment of those ideas of the sublime, 
majestic and beautiful without which there 
can be no large philosophy. Sometimes he 
acknowledges the being of God, sometimes 
he invests an unknown principle or qualities 
with the attribute of perfection. And 
this deduction of his reason or 
creation of his fancy he 
makes the occasion of such excellent 
thoughts and the starting point of so varie d 
and systematic a teaching that he even seems 
like a disciple of Christianity itself. From 
the very accuracy and steadiness of his log- 
ical powers, be is able to see what sentiments 
are consistent in those who hold any religious 
doctrine at all, and he appears 5 others to 
feel and to hold a whole circie of thealogical 
truths, which exist in his mind not otherwise 
than as a number of deductions.

The Roman Lead Trade, 


In January last a man ploughing in a field 
called Rowdales, adjoining The Cliffs’ near 
South Cave, on the old Roman road leading to 
Brough, East Yorkshire, the Roman station 
where a ferry crossed the Humber, came upon 


a pig of lead measuring 22 inches in length, 5½ 
inches in breadth, 4% in depth, weigh- 
ing nine stone nine pounds. which 
bears the following inscription in raised 
letters: C-IVL- PROTI-BRIT-LVT-EH- ARG. 
A portion of the block appears to have been 
cut off, but, fortunately, without defacing the 
inscription. An account of it having been 
submitted to Mr. Haverfield, a well-known 
authority on Roman inscriptions in England, 
he replied that it was no doubtareiic of the 
Roman lead trade. About seventy inscribed 
pigs of lead have been found in various parts 
of the Roman Empire, of which forty-six have 
been found io our island, and a tew of the 
otherse—for instance, one lately found near 
Boulogne—ma have been roduct 
ot British mines. Some bear the Roman 
Emperor’s name, others the names of private 
individuals, probably the lessees of the 
ape. The title may be expanded: Cali 
luli! Proti Britannicum Lutudense arnento— 
that ie (the lead of), O. Julius Protus, Brit- 
ish (lead) from Lutude@, prepared from silver. 
C. Julius Protus was the capitalist who 
worked the mines, and the mine itself was at 
Lutude, a place which was probabiy in South 
Derbyshire. Tne lead is said to have been 
prepared from silver because the silver was 
always extracted, the more valuable 
metal gave the name. It is now On exhibi- 
tion at the St. Louis Exposition.

ONABLE LITERATURE AND THE on- 
JECTIONABLE WOMEN WHO PRODUCE ir. 
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Audpoity ana 
Faotse—Morality and ‘‘Usuality’’—Why 
Women Take te EKretic Literature—Mary 
Wollstonecraft and Charlotte Bronte 
—What Was Said of „Jane Eyre. 


URING the past 
few years a class of 
literature has 
aprung up and 
thriven which, 
while it has many 
distinctive feat 
ures of its Own, bas 
won public atten- 
tion chiefly on ac- 
count of ite start- 
ling audacity. The 
only rulé observed 
has been defiance 
ot rule, and it has 

— f no prejudice ex- 
cept against prejudice. It comprises both im- 
aginative and controversial work. The imag- 
inative branch has somehow come to be called 
erotic, although the word is hardly descript- 
ive of the kind and comprehends much more 
than what in the popular view is inciuded in 
This would, perhaps, no, 
be sO prominent in the public eye if it did 
not come chiefly from women. And if we may 
take booksellers’ and librarians’ word for it 
itis chiefly interesting to women. The one 
branch is represented by Mona Caird, the 
other by Amelie Rives. They have few con- 
spicuous traits in common, but are similar in 
their boldness and in discussing subjects 
peeuliarly and really interesting to women. 
Miss Rives set the fashion in The Quick or 
the Dead,’’ although other women had made 
essays in that style before the appearance of 
that shocking book. Ane followed the 
brilliant young Marylandér, most of them 
women. Some men have tried their hands at 
the same style but it does not come natural to 
them and they have all dropped out of sight, 
and the field for so-called erotic literature is 
now cultivated almost wholly by the so-called 
gontier sex. It is adverted to as a curious 
fact, but there is nothing very curious about 
it. When a woman sets out to be original her 
originality is sure to be picturesque anda 
audacious in the eyes of men. Originality in 
a woman is not yet familiarand like all un- 
familiar-things has, at first sight, an odd ‘and 
luxuriant ‘appearance, which it would not 
have if displayed byaman. Besides it must 
be confessed that the methods of these 
writers are somewhat new and unfamiliar, 
though not so pew as some people think, as 
will de remembered by those who take the 
trouble to recall some of the great literary 
work of the past. 

Indeed, literature dealing with women and 
their concerns goes back to the dawn of cul- 
ture and bas passed through many vicissi- 
tudes. But as far back as inquiry can be 
pushed love seems to be the topic lovingly 
dwelt upon by every writer who touched and 
influenced his 
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FELLOW MEN. 
Passion is the most fruitful source of verse, as 
it is of action, and there have always been 
poets of passion who have celebrated love in 
all uus moods and tenses. Nor has it always 
been enveloped in a haze—cut high in the 
neck—of poetic fervor to make it respectable. 
Plain speak ing is not the exclusive possession 
of a few modern writers who are just now the 


object of much adverse criticism. Other peo- 
ple have called a spade by its right name, 
soine of them the most highly honored in the 
history ofthought. And it is noteworthy that 
when anybody, man or woman, has a marked 
talent for selling the truth, the unpleasant 
truths are those usually selected for the sub- 
ject of the story. 
But in most cases it will be found that they 
are Unpleasant because of their unfamiliarity, 
or because they have been considered 
from. a new point of view and are new aspects 
ofthe old truths subjected to examination. 
The new is always distasteful and is hard to 
understand. The unfamiliar is always the 
hostile. It is a fact that a man may look his 
mother-in-law in the face and not die, but it is 
not knows to everybody; it is quite a new 
thing for instance to the Navajos Indians, 
who hold it a gross and uupardonable sin for 
man and woman sorelated to speak to each 
other except with averted eyes. And by no 
efforts can the Christian missionary pursuade 
them that they are mistaken. It is a 
fact that two balls of the same metal 
but of different weights will, if dropped, 
reach the ground at the same 
instant. Butit was nota familiar fact to the 
eid pore philosophers and when it was 
rought to their attention was so distasteful 
that they persecuted poor Galileo who told 
them of it, and compelled him to flee into a 
far country. It is a fact that Christians look 
upon the Bible as the fountain of their faith 
and accept its teachings asof the Lord. But 
they have over looked or forgotten the 
seventh chapter of the first epistie to the 
Corinthians, for when a Christian gentieman 
takes that chapter as a text and preaches a 
long sermon enforcing ite maximsali Chris- 
tendom protests that the sermon is irreligious 
and unchristian, and at least one Christian 
nation excludes it from the malle. Peo- 
ple were not used to the chapter mentioned; 
apparently they did not know it. They are fa- 
miliar with it now, however. 

Now it is a bold act to lay hold on one of 
these unknown or unfamiliar things and give 
it prominence. And it is audacity itself when 
it is the act ofa woman. In the early part of 
the century, men solemuly held that a woman 
was a charming child or a plaything. These 
were the considered opinions of some of the 
wisest men. Mary Wolistonecratt 

VERY AUDACIOUSLY 

wrote a book called the Rights of Women, 
in which much space was given to the refuta- 
tion of those ideus. She gota large audience 
and her book was read with as much avidity 
as a latter day erotic novel suppressed by the 
Post-office Department. It was so very im- 
proper, you know. A woman talking of 
matters which did mot concern herwas a 
shocking spectacle. Among the choice 
epithets hurled at her by her 
courteous opponents were ‘‘hyenain petti- 
eoats’’ and ‘‘philosopbizing serpent.’’ A 
clergyman expressed himself as pleased over 
the newly arisen fashion of vharitabie work in 
which women could, with propriety, tae 
part. There seemed to be nothing usefui,’’ 
said he, ‘‘in which they could be natural ly 
busy, but now they may always find an object 
in attending to the poor.’’ And yet there was 
little in poor Mary Wolistonecraft’s book that 
is not now commonplace because ef its 
familiarity. It is taken for granted, Jane 
Eyre“ was frowned upon as a highly improper 
book. If men had been given to using 2 
words it would have been called erotic. it 
was very shocking to Mrs. Grundy and Robert 
Southey counseled Charlotte Bronte to give 
up literature, which he said could not be 
the business of a woman’s lite and ought not 
to de. Byen dear old riet M 
g0od and independent as .

for. People who hadn’t read it were eager te 
sée what this ver hocking and immoral 
book was like. They wanted to be shocked 
themselves. To this secon edi- 
tion the author

stud Greek. But some woman defied 
public opinion and mastered the language 
of Pilato. Little by little it got to be the thing 
for women to acquire a higher 
education. Being now usual, it is 
quite proper and indelicacy would 
be the last weakness Charged to any of the 
éminine victims of Greek and the differential 
calculus. In Mary WoOlistonecraft’s time 
women acceptéd thé position provided for 
them by men, and for the most part were 
thankful. At least, they did not complain. 
Now most women make or try to make their 
own positions. They have not won complete 
independence. It is still of questionable 
morality dor a women to deal in certain kinds 
of literature, but she is free from coercion, 
and, it she is willing to brave public opinion, 
can say what she pleases on any suovject. 
When i gets to be usual and familiar, nobody 
wit! think anything of it. It will be moral as 
soon as it becomes usual. 

Now it is this unfamiliarity in subject and 
method together with the fact that there is 
yet a lingering belief that women are merely 
domestic animals that gives rise to much of 
the hostile eriticiem upon women who have 
dealt openly-with sowe of the great concerns 
of life. Civilization has made some advances 
since Charlotte Bronte’s time, and there are 
new social developments. Love, which some 

ople fondly imagine to be always good to 

ook upon, takes queer forms when shackled 
by too many conventions. But these abnormal 
forms are very real facts in life and there is 
no good reason why they should not be un- 
masked. In fact every abnormal develop- 
ment of life ought to be known, and the 
sooner the better. It is safe to say that after 
Jane Kyre’’ the lot of the governess was 
easier—at least for a time—and it is also cer- 
tain that the book

on certain matters which were suffering for a 
little thought. And there are a 
normal developments of our time which ought 
to be attended to. Perhaps women write 
about them because they are the chief suffer- 
ers. Pain is a great stimulant, and now that 
it has become customary for women to speak 
in public it is natural thatthey should dwell 
upon topics interesting to their own sex. If 
the sights they see are unpleasant we ought to 
know about them. And there is no indelicacy 
in teiling a truth which is in sore need of teil- 
ing, Orin calling attention to truths which 
have been forgotten. Women are 
human beings animated by notions 
pretty much the same as those which 
govern the conduct of men. It ought not to 
be surprising that women take such an active 
part in discussing these questions, and it 
ought not to be shock ing. Higner educa- 
tion’’ for women is now admitted to be per- 
fectiy moral and not at allindelicate. But 
higher education means a good deal ot thiak-

only knows wheresbe will stop. It is not a 
little curious that Fer! women worth men- 
tioning in the world of thought is a radical on 
every subject she teaches. But it could 
scarcely be otherwiee. Modern works on 
natural science are very suggestive and 
thought radiates froma book on biology in all 
directions. The problems of beredity are 

robiems of the family and the study of pre- 

istoric skulls and savage customs lead di- 
rectly to questions in which women are vi- 
tally interested. Lubbock and Starcke, in 
their works on ancient humanity, suggest 
many of Mona Caird’s ideas, and no woman 
can speak understandingly on the questions 
raised by Mrs. Caird without some knowledge 
of the course taken by humanity and its chief 
institution. But with this knowledge comes 
the couragewhich it always eonfers. Whether 
she writes a novel or goes into controversy it 
does not much matter. She is as outspoken 
in one way as in the other. Perhaps she would 
not be so severely criticised if she 
would follow Mrs. Caird’s example. 
Although Mrs. Caird has suffered criticism as 
hostile if not so brutal as that suffered by Mary 
Wollstonecraft, she has not been called a 
‘*hyena in petticoats,’’ but it is only because 
controversy is more refined now. But her lot 
is comparatively an easy one. A novel is 
everybody's target and if a woman says any- 
thing unusual in it sheis sure to be bitterly 
and widely abused, and—wivdely and eagerly 
read. Seusible women who remember 

of their predecessors 
Wollstonecraft to Mona 
not very like to be 

by criticism — particularly when it is the 
source of profit. But in any case, with some 
exception, of course, their audacity is justi- 
fied and the public comes round sooner or 
later. After the subject gets familiar it ceases 
to be immoral, andthe feminine offender is 
ivea a clean bill of moral health along with 
z harlotte Bronte and others who shocked the 
world by telling it truths it didn’t like to 
he ar.

A Noble Idea of Education. 


From the New York Post. 

It isa very noble idea of education asa fac- 
tor in life in which Prof. Charles Eliot Norton 
so ably discusses in his paper on ‘* Harvard’s 
University in 1890, which appears in Har 
per’s for September, and is, in many ways, 
one of the most inspiring magazine articies 
that have appeared of late. Prof. Norton 
holds thé scholar s ideal of life; not, how 
ever, that of the cloistered student, but of 
the broad and generous culture which 


includes, too, a practical estimate of 
the forees of the times, and makes allowance 
for these. Scholarship without this broader 
comprehension is apt to come dangerously 
near to pedantry. Prof. Norton’s paper is.en 
admirable commentary on Harvard, in its 
resume of the provisions and conditions of 
the university, of all Which it presents very 
full information; but it is especially notable 
for the high ideais of life which a university 
should fuster and develop. which so im- 
preesively sets forth. The life of the unl- 
vorsity, he insists, ‘‘must be recognized as an 
integral part of the lite ofthe State, through 
definite, long-established traditions of a close 
association with it, and it must have proved 
the worth and power of its discipline 
by the character of those whom it has ma- 
tured, and by the services which they have 
rendered to the community.’’ This indicates 
Prof. Norton’s standard, that the scholariy 
life should not de an isolated one, but one of 
wide relation and service. The proper work 
of the universities is not, he says, only that 
of teaching, but of inspiration as well. It is 
for them to enforce the conviction upon their 
students, and throngh them upon the com- 
ag at that more material prosperity affords 
no sol d basis for the permanent welfare of a 
nation.

AN INSTRUCTOR. 


Lucy Hooper Tells of Some Celebrated Ones 
—Her Wise Words te Young Women

ter, Mme. Frank Thome, wife of the talented 
pianist of thatname. These two gifted and 

singularly successful professors of the art of 
vocalization, and their colleague Mme. Marie 
Sasse as well, have produced results such as 
none of their competitors has ever achieved 
And I, not being myself a singer, can best 
judge of the merits of those teachers of sing - 
ing by the method and the merits of the vo- 
calists formed under the training of each of 

them. 

Itisa peculiar fact, and one deserving of 
special mention, that the greatest of retired 
lyric artistes are not always the best profes- 
sors. It istrue that Mme. de Lagrange and 
Mme. Marie Sasse were both great prime 
donne in theirdav. But Mme. Marchesi was 
a concert singer only. And Mme. Pauline 
Viardot, renowned and glorious artiste in the 
past. le by no means a highly successful 
teacher at the present day. She has formed 
no one of the lyric stars of 
the European opera- houses. Yet she 
is the sister of one of the most talented prime 
donne of our generation, the lamented Mall- 
bran. Her father was, moreover, the severest 
and most learned of the teachers of singing of 
our day, the renowned Garcia, who trained 
the voive of 

8 JENNY LIND, 
and imparted to the scholar who is now Mme. 
Marchesi her marvelous method. Mme. Viar- 
dot, who was the greatest Fides in 
Prophete’’ that ever trod the boards, 
the most perfect Orpheus in Ginck’s 
now neglected opera, was thoroughly 
trained by her father. With such an 
education joined to her own natural talents 
she might have been expected to distance all 


competitors in ber new profession. Such has 
not been the case. She has never achieved 
any striking success as a teacher. Some few 
ofher pupils have done fairly well on the 
operatic boards, but tnat is all, a meager 
result to have been gained by the daughter of 
Garcia and the sister of Malibran. 

But teaching isaspecial gift; it is that of 
imparting what one knows, no less than that 
of possessing knowledge of the art to 
taught. Mme. Frezzolini, who died in Paris a 
few years ago, was another instance of a great 
singer who was unable to teach the art that 
she understood so well. She came one day to 
Mme. de Lagrange and asked if that lady 
would consent to give her some lessons. 
‘*Give you lessons, exclaimed Mme. de La- 
grange in amaze; not singing iessons, 
surely?’’ *‘No,’’quoth the elder prima donna; 
„% but I want you to teach me howto teach.’ 
That, however, is a power that cannot be im- 
parted; it core naturally, or itis not to be 
obtained at all. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago 
Parisian singing teacher of the hour was M. 
Wartel, who was Nilsson’s professor and who 
won an undeserved reputation by the success 
of his marvelous pupil. All the young giris 
who came to Paris to study vocalization 
flocked to secure his services. But he never 
trained another great prima donna. His 
method was injudicious and violent, and the 
delicate voices submitted to his tuition were 
too often wrecked im the process. He died 
some ten years ago |

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This little incident only serves to show how 
wonderful is the influence of music. Its 
powers are illustrated at the concerts in 
Music Hall every night. The St. 
Louis Exposition L by far the 
finest permanent exposition that bas ever 
been started on the continent, and is the only 
one which has made a success. And yet what 
would it be without music! With 
all spiendid and instructive 
displays how soon would people 
tire of it if there was no music there to help 
entertain them. If there was no band in the 
Music Hall people would visit the Exposition 
probably two orthree times until they had 
deen the Art Galleries and all the various 
exhibits pretty thoroughly and never return 
again, How different is it now! Thesame 
people are to be found there almost every 
night. Some them have already seen the dis- 
plays very t ughly, others have not. They 
would not see them thoroughly if the Exposi- 
tion lasted a year and thev visited it every 
night. They go merely to listen to the music 
and see the people. Even those who have seen 
the displays thoroughiy continue to come 
nightly just to bear the music and see the 
crowd.

Gilmore’s music has always been particu- 
larly appreciated by St. Louis people.

As it is, 
they always look forward with interest to 
the sole numbers, and always eajoy them 
when they are given. Invariably the soloists 
are received with applause and are vocifer- 
ously encored. The people feel that they 


would like a little more, and that 
is the way to keep them feeling; 
if they were given more their appetites would 
be entirely appeased and the next time a solo 
was given they would have no desire to hear 
it. Such is human nature. It will not do to 
give people all they desire of anything, or 
they turn against it.

THE LONG ISLAND TUNNEL. 


A Plan to Give Trank Lines a Terminus in 
Brooklyn. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—f@he scheme to con- 
et Staten Island & Long Island bya tunnel 
under New York Bay at the narrowest point 
of the channel, is beginning to take definite 
shape. A bill to authorize the construction of 
such a tunnel was introduced in Congress ves 
terday, and it was referred to the Committee 
on Commerce. The concern seeking the 


franchise from Congress is the New Jersey 
and Staten Island Junction Railroad Co. 
a corporation of which Erastus Wiman is 
President. The plans of the rojectors 
are now given out or the 
first time. The immediate point in 
view is to give the trank lines now centering 
on the Jersey shore a Brooklyn terminus. 
The ultimate plans, it is said, have some con- 
nection with Austin Corbin’s scheme for a 
3 landing place of ocean steamships at 
ontauk, Long Island, but nothing is said 
about that end of the enterprise by the pro- 
jectors. Mr. Wiman said yesterday that the 
cost of the tunnel proper—about two and a 
half miles long—weuld be about $1,250,000 per 
mile and thatthe total cost of construction 
would be about $6,000,000. He 
firms that the necessary capital 
be forthcoming and the work will 
completed three years after itis begun. Mr. 
Wiman estimates that the . in eost of 
coal which Brooklyn burns would in itself pay 
the interest on the cost of construction. He 
says: 

Over 2,000,000 tons are annually consumed 
in this city, and 50 cents on halt of this amount 
would be saved by the economy possible from 
avoiding its delivery by water and hoisting it 
out of canal boats. No special connection is 
contemplated witb any one road. The idea is 
simply to afford trackage for the eight or nine 
trunk lines which converge near the Arthur 
Kill bridge on their approach to New York. 
Of course, if this scheme could be still further 
extended so as to include a bridge across the 
East River, a perfect connection could thus be 
afferded with the Eastern States. 


A Sausage Factory Burned. 


The fire at 2601 Gamble street yesterday 
afternoon resulted in a $3,000 loss to the stoek 
in Charles Stemme’s sausage factory, a three- 


story brick building. The fire spread to Dil- 
mer’s barber shop, 2605 Gamble street, which 
was considerably damaged, and in the resi- 
dence of Frank Sextdén, 2608, the furniture 
was rendered practically useless. A stable 
was also burned, and the fire, which was 
caused by an overheated furnace in the 
sausage factory, resulted in much annoyance.

WHAT 18 BEING AND WILL BE DONE TO M- 
PROVE THE RESORT. 


A Cemmittee From the Board of Public Im- 
prevements Visite the Park, and the 
Ground for the Big Lake and Buffalo 
Pen is Staked—The Observatory—New 
Foantains and Bridges. 


REVIEW of the im- 
provements made 
recently in Forest 
Park was made by a 


committee from the | 


Board of Public Im- 
provements yester- 
day afternoon. The 
circult of the park 
was made and all of 
the points looked 
SE a over. The deer park 
is m a flourishing condition, and there 
are now twenty-eight lively and healthy 
animals in the enclosure including two vicious 
bucks which are penned up separately. 

The spot for the buffalo paddock and the 
site for the lake were both inspected and the 
locations approved. 

THE PLACE FOR THE BUFFALOES. 

The place selected for the buffaloes is to the 
southeast of the deer park, a short distance 
from the road. An irregularly shaped place will 
be fenced off and a small pond bullt in one 
corner to give the buffaloes a place to wallow. 
The shelter for them will be bullt on a mound 
near the center of the enclosure. The herd is 
expected here next week, as transportation 
arrangements have all been made and they 
wili be brought here free of charge. 

On the north side of the deer park a prairie 
dog pen is belng bullt on a plan which will 
afford every opportunity for the public to see 
the little animals at home. A circular pit has 
been dug to a depth of about three feet, The 
inside is being cemented over smoothly and 
the sides of the pit are so constructed that 
they overhang the bottom, making it impossi- 
ble for the prairie deg to climb out. A high 
mound of dirt will be piled up in the center of 
the pit in which the dogs can burrow and 
make their homes. A light railing will be 
bullt a few feet from the edge to keep the 
children from falling into the pit, but it will 
not be an obstruction to the view. 

The lake site is all staxed out, and when the 
work ie done it will make a very pleasing 
change in the scenery of the park. The pond 
nearest the race track will be used and made 
part ofthe lake, which will extend southwest 
to within thirty or fortv feet of the River Des 
Peres, then it will make a bend and curve 


around to the northwest toa point near the 
edge ofthe racetrack. The road which now 
runs next the pond and over bridge No. 
8 will be turned and made to 

ass between the lake and the 

iver Des Peres. Several high spots in the 
lake site, on which there are some fine trees, 
will be converted into islands so as to save 
the trees. On the northern edge of the lake 
it is intended to build a foot-path and supply 
the public liberally with benches and shei- 
ters. Rowboats and steam and electric 
launches will be provided ata very moderate 
price and everything done to make the place 
attractive. 

The Lindell Railway Depot will face directly 
on one end of the lake at a distance of about 
a hundred yards. 

Between the deer park and the buffalo pen 
there is a natural amphitneater formed on the 
side of the hill; it is now partially shut off 
from service by the River Des Peres, but a 
bridge will be put there soon. Around this 
natural arena Mr. Klemm and the Zoological 
Society intend to place their collection of 
American animale and birds. Badgers, foxes 
coon and all of the smaller fry will be ranged 
along one end of the row. Toward the 
center Mr. Klemm has reserved a 
spot whiel he hopes some day will be 
graced with a bear pit; on the other 
side of the half circle will be the collection 
of American herds. It is not expected that 
the collection will be made at once, but the 
idea is from time to time to pick up here and 
there an addition to the collection. 

THE OBSERVATORY. 

At the police station the work of fitting up 
an observatory is going ahend in fine shape. 
A very pretty rustic structure is being built 
for the thermometers and barometers, and 
another for the rain gauge.

The brightest and the 
worst of the boys was one named Yip Uopper- 
ser, aged 12. efound out that the choirs- 
ters at St. George itself were paid 30 cents a 
month. He carried this news to the boys and 
urged them on to rebelllon.

George boys were required to be in attend- 
ance very frequently and learning much of- 
tener and much more difficult music than 
the Mission choristers. Everything 
was soon ripe for a strike.
